in Council schools. In point of 
fact the policy aimed at is to| 
make the revenue from fees equal 
to roughly one-third of the ex- 
penditure on the schools. Actual 
ly this goal is far distant. On 
‘an average the ratio of the re- 
venuo from fees to expendi- 
ture “is somewhere in the 
neighbourhood of 22 per cent., in- 
‘stead of the 33.33 per cent. pre 

wribed. The new increases only 
take the Council part of the way. 











‘They are absolutely necessary to 
‘do justice to the ratepayers and 


to enable-the Council to carry out 
its promised programme of. 
grants-in-aid to non-Council re- 
Jcognised schools. It may be men- 
tioned too that the fees for the 
pupils of important schools which 
receive no assistance from the 
Council are higher generally than 
the new fees now fixed by the 
Council. It is only fair to make 
‘this point for, however much 
sympathy there’ may be with the 
family man, it is a short-sighted 
act to encourage him to nurse a 
grievance unjustified by 
facts. 

The finances of the Internation 
al Settlement are giving thought- 
ful observers cause for anxiety. 
Contemplation of a reversion 
to the rate of 16 per cent. which 
ruled before July 1930, when the 
present rate of 14 per cent. was 
imposed, was based on the kno 
ledge that the benefit, 
from the sale of the Elect 
partment was on the point of be- 
ing exhausted. The Controller 
was, really, fortunate in that 
a judicious handling of his re- 
sources, he was able to propose 
only a ‘reversion to the old rate 
and was not forced to go further 
‘and press for a rate of 18 or per- 
haps 20 per cent. ‘Then eame the 
trouble of fast January. It is re- 
lcognised that the old Council took 
a bold but a reassuring step 
when, by reason of additional 
measures outlined by the Con- 
troller, it was able to give rate- 
payers the welcome news that 
even the reversion to the old rate 
would be abandoned for the cur- 
rent year. The risk was obvious. 
‘The Council was deliberately run- 
ning very near the margin of 
safety but it was felt that the 
advantage of stimulating a some- 
what weakened morale was not 
to be ignored. 

The new Council has loyally ac~ 
‘cepted its predecessor's decision 
in that it has made no precipitate 
| attempt to proclaim the difficulties 
‘of its financial situation. Yet the 
returns published in a recent 
Gazette and giving the summary 
of the revenue for May were suffi- 
ciently eloquent of the dismal 
prospect which may have to be 
faced sooner or later. It is gen- 
erally known that the figures for 
June which will shortly be avail 
lable are viewed with considerable 
‘concern. ‘Tha Council is feeling 
‘the effects of the acute trade de- 
pression, of the aftermath of the 
Tecent disturbances and of gra- 
‘dual disappearance of the benefits 
of the Sale of the Electricity De- 
partment already noted. The 
plain fact is that its expenditure 
‘and revenue are not keeping pace 
‘with each other: revenue is fall- 
ing away and expenditure cannot? 
be reduced if the Council is to 
continue to render the services 
which it is expected to render to 
the public. At this stage it! 
would be misleading to dilate on. 
figures or to attempt to examine 
[any particular items on 
side of the balance sheet.

Cholera Attributed (o Japanese 
Activity 
Fpom Our Ows Contespoxpenr. 


Wuchow, Kuangsi, July 30. 

Shortly after the close of the 
Sino-Japanese incident in Shanghai 
Asiatic cholera appeared in various 
cities throughout Kuangsi. At first 
Duta few eases were noticed, but 
it rapidly became an epidemic and 
spread to other places with remark- 
able rapidity. until hundred: 
cases were reported from var 
centres. As the reason for such an 
eutbreuk could not be accounted for 
Wt was placed at the door of Japan 
and the Japanese were accused of 
disguising themselves as Chinese 
aad travelling throughout the coun- 
try and throwing poison in the wells. 
In centres where it was well known 
that Japanese had never visited they 
were accused of secretly engaging 
the lower classes of Chinese. to 
carry on this. deadly work. Rumour 
stated that Chinese had been caught 
‘with packages of white powder on 
their persons and when’ examined 
Ey the authorities confessed. ‘0 
having been engaged to poison the 
wells, and the report even stated 
the falaries that some Were said 
to receive. 

These reports were not cone 
tradicted by the ‘Chinese oficials 
and they soon gained headway, not 
only among the superstitious coun- 
try’ people, but among the better 
lasses, students being included in 
tho number, Wells that formerly 
were considered to produce the 
purest of water were tabooed and 
in their places streams, and rivers,

‘at present to deal. Tt was obvious 
ly Impossible in such a short space 
to support the argument with 
statistical and other data, but even 
so, one finds it difficult to disagroe 
with the writer's diagnosis, even if 
one is inclined to question the prac- 
ticability, in present. political cir- 
cumstances, of some of the reme- 
‘dies he proposes.
